Rs. 3,200 crores and provide employment 
to about 50 per cent of the unemployed 
and chronically under-employed, is 
about the minimum to be aimed 
at, having regard to the targetted growth 
rate of about 5 per cent for the country as 
a whole. Compared with the investments 
in recent years, even this order of outlay 
would constitute a very sharp step up. But 
this is essential if the State’s economy were 


to be placed on the high road of 
development. 


Resources under three broad heads are 
mobilised for investment in planned develop- 
ment ; State’s resources, central assistance 
and investment in Private sector, State’s 
resources include surplus of revenue over 
current expenditure, investible surplus of 
public undertakings, mobilisation of addi- 
tional resources and borrowings. Consider- 
ing the low level of €conomic activity and

rural poor in India. This can he broadly 
categorised into the following heads:— 


(1) Combination of too many interests 
and conflicting objectives. 


(3) Legal and administrative set-up 
(3) Economic indebtedness 
(4) Social backwardness 


(1) From a study of the history ,of the 
Kisan Movement in India, it would be 
evident that the All India Kisan Sabha was 
conceived as a counter force against ihe 
Zamindari System. In this crusade against 
landlordism, the rich and middle peasantry 
had rallied round the Kisan Sabha. It was 
difficult, therefore, to conceive of the Sabha 
to represent as a body exclusively the 
interests of the landless peasantry, including 
agricultural labourers. There were two factors 
which weighed in the mind of the organisers 
of this body against combining the interests 
of the rich and middle peasantry with those 
of landless agricultural labourers and share 
croppers. They are— 


(1) The support of secured tenants in- 
cluding rich and middle peasantry is essential 
for any organisation with a political bias 
to hold the levers of power. 


(2) This was the inevitable historical 
corollary of the British regime for a success- 
ful fight against the Zamindari 


* System 
which supported that regime. 


The Zamindari System was abolished in 
1952 but the system of exploitation by 
the Zamindars has now been replaced by 
a profit-oriented and fiercely interest-

At present the following Acts are In

(1) Minimum Wages Act, 1948 


(2) Orissa Land Reforms Act, 1960 
(amended from time to time). 


(3) Trade Union Act. 1926 


The Minimum Wages Act is applicable 
to agricultural labourers as agriculture IS 4 
schedule employment under the Act: 
Implementation of the Act is fraught with 
difficulty, In Orissa according to the 1971 
Census we have about 84 lakhs rural labour 
out of which agricultural labour accounts 
for about 20 lakhs. They are steeped im 
ignorance and iliteracy and _ scattered jn 
the countryside unaware ot their statutory 
rights. There is no organisation worth the 
name to fight for their cause. Major portion 
of the western part of the State in Balangi! 
and Kalahandi districts are unirrigated- 
In these agriculturally and economically 
backward districts, the yield from. the land 
is not sufficient to guarantee payment of 
minimum wage at Rs. 4 per day uniformally 
throughout the year. There is no separate 
Directorate for agricultural labourer 2” 
therefore, the existing limited inspecting 
Staff of the Labour Directorate can hardly 
do any justice in safeguarding the interests 
Of agricultural labour. 


Let us now turn to the problem of share 
croppers.

Dasabhuja Mahisamardini was even more 
common and more popular in Orissa.

She in this form is depicted 
as the war-goddess with full energy 
produced from the flames of the gods and 
bearing the ayudhas of the gods such as 
Siva’s trident, Vishnu’s Disc, Varuna’‘s 
conch, Agni's dart, Yama’‘s iron red, Vayu's 
bow, Surya’s arrows, Indra’s thunderbolt, 
Kubera’s mace, Brahma’s rosary and pot, 
Visvakarma’s sword, Himavan’s lion and 
various weapons of other gods.

! ae influence of 
Tantric Saktism in Mahayana, 

Sapta Matrikas (7 mother Goddess) 
representing the Saktis of main Gods and 
associates of Durga fiourished in Orissa 
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from the 7th century A. D. The Sapta 
Matrikas which constitute the Matrika 
Mandal are Brahmani, Vaisnavi, Maheswari, 
Indrani, Kaumari, Varahi and Chamunda. 
Markandeya Purana indicates that the 
Matrikas helped Ambika to kill the powerful 
demon Raktavija who was endowed with 
the quality of multiplying into demons of 
his stature and strength from the drops of 
his blood oozing from the wounds. It was 
with the assistance of these Matrikas Devi 
could cause death to the demon. The 
Agni Purana and Matsya Purana deal in 
detail the iconographic features of these 
Mothers. According to the Markandeya 
Purana the saktis of the individual gods are 
characterised by the respective forms, 
ornaments and mounts of those gods. !n 
fact they are the female counterparts who 
are armed with the same weapons, wear 
the same ornaments and ride the same 
vahanas and carry the same banners as the 
corresponding male gods do. 


EARLIEST GROUP 

The earliest group of Sapta Matrika 
belonging to 7th century A. D. is depicted 
along with Ganesa and Virabhadra in the 
northern wall of Jagamohana of Parasurame- 
Swar temple ( Bhubaneswar ). They ate 
Chamunda, Varahi, Indrani, Vaisnavi, Kumari 
Mahesvari, Brahmani, flanked by Virabhadra 
and Ganesa. These Matrika figures are four- 
handed. Chamunda has a lily bud-and a 
vija-puraka in her right hands and a long 
trident and a vase in the left hands, Her 
Vahana owl is seen on the pedestal. 
Chamunda is terrific in form with the drooping 
breasts, sunken belly and bulging eyes: 
Varahi has a lotus and a fish in her right 
hands and a Kuthara and a vase in the left ; 
Vaisnavi holds a Sankha and Chakra and a 
vase in her hands. 


The next in order of chronology comes 4

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The existence of so many Sakta tantric 
temples, Sakta Pithas, Sapta Matrika figures, 
Tantric deities of Jainism and Buddhism 
reveal that Sakta tantric influence was deep- 
rooted in Orissa and it greatly enhanced the 
prestige and status of Saivism as a popular 
religion. The marriage of Siva and Parvati, 
his family life with children,  Puranic 
episodes related to Siva etc. became the 
popular theme of sculpture in the temples. 
The figures of Siva represented two aspects— 
gracious and destructive. Among the diffe- 
rent types of terrific forms of Siva mention 
may be made of his Bhairava, Aghora, Vira- 
bhadra and Virupaksa. The texts describe 
as many as sixty-four Bhairavas as the 
consorts of sixty-four yoginis in fierce form. 


CULT OF YOGINI 


The Cult of Yogini or anchorites who were 
originally conceived emanations of Gouri 
centred round the esoteric Kaula-Kapalika 
worship. Kula is Sakti and Akula is Siva, 
the unity of the two is Kaula, and the 
Process by which this relationship is esta- 
blished is the Kaulamarga. The sixty-four 
Yogini temples at Hirapur and at Ranipur,

Jharial in the district of Balangir represen- 
ting the mysterious figures of Yogini with 
grimness and ferocity but touched with broo- 
ding motherly tenderness and compassion 
and Katyayanis associated with Siva or 
Bhairava in his supreme poise and beauti- 
tude are the illusive expression of multilinear 
facets of Sakta-tantrism. Thus the  sixty- 
four Yogini temples constructed in 9th/10th 
century A.D. give clear evidence of the 


Popularity of the esoteric Yogini cult in 
Orissa. 


Slowly and slowly the Sakta-Tantrism 
crept into the fabric of all Indian religions 
and became their driving force on account 
of its flexible nature catholicity, tolerance 
and deep roots among the masses. “It was 
not a religion preached by any prophet oF 
Specially patronised by the royal class of 
nobility. Its origin was spontaneous which 
evolved out of the pre-historic Mother-God- 
dess cult symbolising the facts of primitive 
life, and its development was manifold—not 


through any particular channel—like a lot of 
Streams, some big, some small, issuing from 


a single glacier, which was also one of its 
Survival and success”.

Our State Efforts; 


The NAEP will cover the vast segment of 
Population in 15—-35 age-group within five 
years and will require hectic preparation, 
elaborate planning and vast organisational 
structure. In our State, the percentage of 
literacy excluding the population of O—4 
age-group is 30°59 per cent and the gross 
literacy rate to the total population including 
0—4 age-group children is 26-18 per cent. 


This indicates that three out of every 
four persons in the State are illiterate. Our 
Siate Government have been executing 


programmes of adult education since 1949 
and at present eradication of illiteracy Is 
being done mainly through three kinds of 
Programmes (a) Normal Adult Literacy, 
(b) Functional Literacy and (c) Non-formal 
Education. But now the State is preparing 
itself for participating in the NAEP and the 
target population in the age-group 15—35 
is 5,500,000. Since the programme is 
Massive, various agencies would be 
involved in implementing the same. In our 
State the agencies envisaged are:

in the wild. 


There are nearly 900 mammals, reptiles 
and birds of 122 species in the Park at 
present. Tiger, Lion, Leopard, Black 
Panther, Bison, Elephant, Rhinoceros, 
Clouded Leopard, Striped Hyena, Black Buck, 
Four-horned antelope, Hog deer, Spotted 
deer, Salt water Crocodile, Gharials, Python, 
King Cobra are the special attractions of the 
Park. Of these the Lions, Tigers, Leopards, 
Black Panthers, Sambhars, Spotted deer 
Barking deer, Wild Boars, Golden Cats, etc. 
are breeding satisfactorily. 


There is proposal to enrich the live-stock 
with new additions like White Tiger, Zebra, 
Hippopotaneus, Mithun and Ostrich, etc. 
Two Safari Parks one for the Lions and 
another for the Leopards on modern lines 
are also to be developed when funds are 
available.

To provide rest and recreation to the 
visitors there is provision for Tourist Lodges 
(available on prior reservation), Children’s 
Parks, beautiful lawns and gardens, Boating 
facilities in the lake by Pedalling Boats, 
ordinary Boats and Shikara Boats, Elephant 
rides, etc. The Toy Train Service has been 
disrupted for some time past under 
unavoidable circumstances and is being 
revived as quickly as possible. The part 
played by Nandankanan to provide an 
expensive, efficient, thrilling and refreshing 
pastime is well known. It has been classi- 
fied as a -B’ class zoo by the Expert 


Committee on Zoos appointed by the 
Government of India. 


The Nandankanan Biological Park has a 
good appeal as a place of recreation for a 
large section of people. This is an 
important aspect. But the role of this factor 
should. however, not be overemphasised, as 
otherwise this is likely to infringe on other 
more important objectives—hese 
are aspects of conservation, education, 
reseaich, cultural and ecological functions. 
It is now time to build it up in such a 
Manner so that Nandankanan can champion 
the important aspect of conservation of 
wild. life and environment and be _ instru-

There are at present extensive rookeries 
of the Sea-Turtles on the coastal sand dunes 
and the wheeler’s Island off the Kanika coast 
in Cuttack district, Besidas such rookeries are 
also found in Puri-Konark coastal areas. This 
is a renewable natural resource of the State 
which has not been scientifically exploited. 
The research programme will determine the 
Population size (by tag-recapture methods) 
and by monitoring in each successive year 
will be able to assess the impacts of ~ 
culling programme and the reduction 0 
Poaching of the population. This programme 
will also investigate productivity and ecolog!- 
Cal parametres, such as natural predation 
and devise methods whereby such losses can 
be reduced, thereby increasing the population 
size and hence production in future years.

It was decided to name the Stadium as 
Barabati Stadium which is located on the 
site of the ancient Fort of “Barabati” which 
was founded by Anangabhima Deva III of 
the Ganga Dynasty in the 13th Century. 
The question of raising funds for the 
Stadium was planned through a_ Raffle. 
The first one was drawn in 1951 and 
Raffles were conducted one aiter another

Bhairab Chandra Mohanti, the General

Sports and games in those days survived 
Only with individual inspitation and healthy 
Interclub rivalry. For all practical Purposes 
there was no State patronage. It is only 
during the last thirty years that the State 
Steadily and Successfully participated in 
the various national meeis.

Gold Medal in Decathlon in the Bombay

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If we are to root out once for all the 
causes of illiteracy, it is essential that all 
children of school age should have access 
at least to basic elementary education, but 
despite the considrable Progress which has 
been achieved in the field of 
education in our country, 
admitted that the overall Situation continues 
to be very disturbing and alarming. 
Inspite of following the policy to locate the 
primary school either in the habitation or 
within a distance of 15 kms. of it we have 
not been able to bring all the children in 
the school-going age-group into the Orbit 
of the formal education system. For 
example in Orissa though 93:23 pel cent 
of population is served by a Primary school 
either in the habitation or within a distance 
of 1:5 kms. of it only 74-65 per cent of 
children in the age-group 6—11 are enrolled 
in the primary schools.

Another most disturbing feature of 


literacy in our country is very slow rate of 
growth of literacy among tribals, particularly 
in Orissa. The percentage of literacy 
among tribals in Orissa increased from 
74 per cent in 1961 to 9 percent in 1971. 
Percentage of litercy among 13 tribes went 
down during the same period, amongst 
12 tribes the increase in percentage of 
literacy was marginal. Qnly amongst four 
tribes the increase iN percentage of literacy 
may be considered as substantial. This 
needs immediate attention of our planners, 
educationists and Politicians for evolving a 
Suitabre Strategy to tackle the problem. 


In the drive against illiteracy in our 
country’ it is necessary to tackle the problem 


in two fronts that is eradication of illiteracy 
among the adult 


Population, particularly 
those who are in the age-group 14—35 and 
universalisation of primary — education 
for school going age-group. In fact the 


Policy statement of Government of India on 
Adult Education recognises that universalisa- 
tion of elementary education and of adult 
literacy are mutually inter-dependent. 


The Experimental World Literacy pro- 
gramme has demonstrated beyond doubt 
there cannot. be an Oversimplified solution 
to the problem of mass illiteracy.

When 
the blood alcohol level reaches 0°50 per cent 
the addict dies. As per sociological research, 
generally more children are born in alcoholic 
families, twice as many such children die as 
the parents are indifferent to take care of 
their children, there are more mental disorders 
among them because of bad germ plasm due 
to alcohol and these children are more prone 
to become alcoholics. Prof. Emerson describes 
alcohol as “The meanest deception, the 
Poorest social cheat that has ever been 
devised. It gives a quick result and the 
maximum harm for the amount taken”. So 
much so, that the American Insurance 
Companies have come to believe that a Policy 
holder addicted to drink is a great insurance 
risk whereas a non-drinking Policy holder is 
a source of profit.

Thousands ef people are 
either being injured or die every year. In 
America 8,00,000 persons are injurad and 
53,000 killed on the road due to drunken 
drivers. In India in 71,897 road accidents 
8,410 persons were killed and 45,478 
Persons Were injured in the year 1965. 


This is nothing but, human slaughter on the 
road.

While visiting villages in the foothills of 
Nainital district with forest officers 


| was 
shocked to discover that in the regions 
where the eucalyptus were planted, the 


handpumps had gradually started drying up 
and the water level in the wells had gone 
down considerably. The farmers around 
Rishikesh have a similar Story to tell. They 
say that the land has_ started drying up 
and even grass do not grow under these 
trees. 


But the Campaigners for large-scale 
plantation of eucalyptus usually turn a 
blind eye to these negative aspects of the 
tree They only harp on its fast growth 
and Capability to Supply a_ large quantity 
of wood in a_ short time. The farmers 
are advised to grow these trees on the 


tus trees on the fertility of soil and the 
underground water level. So far | have 
not heard of any reports from them. But 


other studies reveal that an eucalyptus tree 
can absorb as much as 80 gallons of 
water a day. In Israel and Australia 
eucalyptus trees are planted to improve 
water-logged lands. If a water source which 
has eucalyptus trees in its vicinity dries up, 


cutting down the trees usually revives the 
flow. 
The replacement of mixed forests by 


eucalyptus forests has harmful effects on 
the insects and bird population of area. The 
absence of undergrowth discourages insect 
life. And the birds find it difficult to build 


a nest on the thin and lightweight eucalyp- 
tus trees,

They said they would 
Catry out research on the water-absorbing 
Capacity of eucalyptus trees and give an 
expert opinion within two years. A request 
was also made to other academic instity- 
tions to study the possible effect of eucalyp- 


WAR AA EE AURA ZRA UE 


A study by Dhun M. Kalapeel, which 
has drawn attention to the above factors, 
also finds that the plantation of eucalyptus 
trees ona large scale dries up the atmos- 
phere of the region. Previously, the humid 
air of the Terai used to act as a_ breaker 
to the hot winds blowing from the plains of 
UP. Now, the winds blow right into the 
Himalayas and as a result Pindari glacier 
is receding rapidly and the average tempera- 
ture in these hill areas is rising. 


Thus, the injudicious planting _of 
eucalyptus trees causes certain ecological 
changes more harm than good. The

The issue price of wheat has been revised to Rs. 105 per quintal and 
Government of India have been moved for revising the rate of additionality to Rs. 95 in 
place of Rs. 105 per quintal to allow a margin of Rs. 10 between the issue price and 
the rate of additionality to accommodate expenditure On storage, transport and handling.

Local Bodies in 10 districts (except 
Sambalpur, Keonjhar and Dhenkanal) were 
affected. The total population affected 


was 21°61 lakhs spread over 4,388 villages. 
Standing crop was fully damaged in an 
area of 94,528 acres and partially in 3,63,994 
acres, the estimated value of crop loss 
being Rs. 10,01°52 lakhs 41 human lives and 
202 cattle were also lost. 18,172 private 
houses involving an_ estimated loss of 
Rs. 55°97 lakhs. The estimated value of 
damages to public utilities is Rs. 16,78:06 
lakhs. The Central Team which visited the 
State recommended Advance Plan assistance 
of Rs. 1,52 lakhs against the State is 
demand of Rs. 28,06-29 lakhs. 

Floods of 1977 were followed by drought 
in all the districts except Balasore, Keonjhar, 
Phulbani and Sundargarh affecting 470 
G.Ps. in 82 Blocks. To ensure employment 
in the areas affecfed by both flood and 
drought, labour intensive works under 
different Departments with plan and non-plan 
funds were taken up on an extensive scale. 
Besides, 30,000 M. Ts. of wheat were also 
allotted by the Government of India to 
undertake Grain-for-Works Programme. 


Natural Calamities during 1978 


The natural calamities season in the State 
started rather early in 1978 
and whirl wind in the distric 
on 11th March 1978.
